This  city  is  therefore  now  play- 
ing hast  to  one  of  the  country’s  finest 
units,  something  that  l.s  a matter  for 
mutual  pride. 

The  regiment  i.s  likely  to  bo  .stationed 
at  C»ordon  Head  for  at  least  a year  and 
perhaps  two  years.  Their  will  be  ample 
opportunity  for  clo.se  liaison  and  It  can 
be  taken  for  granted  that  the  Queen's  Ou  n 
will  .soon  win  the  warm  regard  of  the 
c*ommunity.  We  h«';-e  that  their  stay  here 
proves  a.s  pleasant  lor  them  a.s  it  should 
be  for  the  pi*blic  at  large,  and  that  their 
off-duty  hours  will  be  filled  with  has- 
pltality  and  happy  experience.  The  best 
accnlaik*  would  bi*  that  vvhen  the  time 
comes  for  them  to  lejive  regret  would  l)e 
general  at  their  derwirlure.  and  we  fe<*l 
sure  that  this  will  be  the  prevailing  senti- 
ment.

Get  the  Access  First 


twOT  so  long  ago.  when  proapert.s  for 
the  cfinslruction  of  highwavis  to  the 
west  coast  were  anything  but  bnght? 
various  organizatinna  clamoring  for  access 
road.s  would  have  settled  for  modest 
beginnings,  just  so  long  as  they  could  get 
vehicles  from  here  to  there.  Now  that 
this  long-awaited  ac*ceM  Ls  assured  under 
agri'ement.s  betw'een  the  Province  and  the 
logging  indiistr>’.  the  tune  ha.s  U*en 
changisi.  The  A.ssocialed  Cliamber.s  of 
Commerce  of  Vancouver  Island  are  ‘ de- 
manding" that  the  new  roads  be  of  the 
"best  possible"  (‘onstruclion  — and  to 
Trans-Canada  Highway  width  standards. 

Of  course  It  would  be  nice  to  have  a 
first -<  las.s.  black-top|w*d.  signposted  higb- 
W'ay  complete  with  white  lines  and  guard 
raiis  out  to  the  west  coast;  but  In  the 
Initial  stage  of  an  opening-up  proje<*t  that 
no  previoiLs  government  has  deemed 
worth  the  cost,  demands  of  this  sort  s<*em 
a trifle  premature.  Time  enougli  to  talk 
about  main  highway  standards  and  .so 
forth  after  the  wildemes.s  has  l)oen  pene- 
trated by  roads  offering  travel  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  comfort  and  safely. 
That  is  how-  road  systems  through  difficult 
and  undeveloped  terrain  are  built  up. 


The  as-sociated  chamtHTs-are  concerned 
about  dangers  to  private  cars  on  an  18- 
foot  road  shared  by  mer-«a7e  logging 
trucks,  and  they  have  the  elements  of  a 
ca.se  there.  It  .should  not  be  forgotten, 
however,  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the 
new  roads  is  to  give  acces.s  to  timber,  and 
that  they  will  be  built  by  the  logging  com- 
panies. This  is  a cold  b»Kines.s  arrange- 
ment  between  them  and  the  government, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  government  ha.s  let 
Itself  be  outsmarted.  That  Is  a matter  of 
opinion.  But  it  could  also  be  that  if  the 
operators  were  called  on  to  build  lo 
arterial  highway  standards  in  ifte  very 
beginning,  through  country^  where  con- 
striKiion  costs  are  far  alxive  the  average, 
they  might  ron.sider  management  licences 
as  not  worth  the  price. 

In  that  event  the  Island  would  l)o  back 
where  it  was  under  a succ*es4uon  of  govern- 
ments which  for  half  a century  have 
promised  coast  roads  but  fallen  short  of 
(lerformance.  This  way.  even  if  it  should 
turn  out  that  the  indiistr>'  ha.s  got  the 
liefler  of  the  bargain,  the  Island  will  at 
last  have  tlie  mads,  capable  of  widening 
and  improvement  as  d^-elopment  occurs 
and  conditions  allow.  That  seems  a fair 
start.

Then  he  joirKNl  the  88lh  Victoria  Fu'iUera, 
which  was  later  incorporated  into  the  Se\enih 
Battalion.  CKF.  and  was*  trained  at  Valcartier 
and  Sa)isbur>'  Plain. 

INTO  AIK  ('OKPS 

He  attended  Royal  Military  College,  Sand* 
hurst,  and  wa.s  granted  a commission  aith 
the  South  Wales  Bonlerers.  He  scrNed  with 
this  regiment  fn  France  from  July  to  Decern* 
ber.  1915.  was  awarded  the  Military*  Cross 
ar>d  mentioned  in  dispatches,  and  Invalided 
to  Kngland. 

He  was  .sent  to  Mesopotamia.  With  the 
connivance  of  an  amiable  base  commander  at 
Basra,  he  got  himself  seconded  to  the  Royal 
Flying  Corps  before  his  regimental  C.O.  could 
do  anything  about,  it.  He  was  soon  flying 
otirr  the  front  lines  against  the  Turks,  and 
earning  hL<  obser%*er‘s  wings.  * 

In  1917  he  returned  to  Kngland.  took 
pilot's  training,  and  was  about  to  receive  his 
wings  when  the  war  ended.  The  order  went 
out:  "No  more  wings."  He  continued  flying, 
much  of  the  time  as  a pilot,  with  the  army 
of  occupation  at  Cologne,  but  It  ha<  always

Then  he  returned  to  the  Si*uth  Wales  Bor- 
derers and  went  to  India  with  that  regiment.

He  resigned  in  1921  ahd  paid  hl«  own  way 
hack  to  Canada.  Shortly  after  he  returned 
to  Nanaimo,  he  was  called  to  the  Bar.  He 
wa.s  married  at  this  time  to  Helen  S.  Pailcy, 
daughter  of  a pioneer  family.  Mrs.  Boevor*

Between  wars  Mr.  neovor-Potts  practiced 
law.  In  1939  he  jolnetl  the  Canadian  .Scottish 
Regiment  and  became  officer  Commaiullng 
•*A'*  Company  until  he  was  accepted  by  the 
RCAF  in  1911. 

lie  served  as  a flying  control  officer  at 
various  stations  across  Canada:  Clareshoira.
